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RULES  OF  ORDER 

FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  COUNCIL 

ADOPTED  NOVEMBER  12,  1902 
(With  Amendments  to  1932) 

Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair 
and  call  the  Council  to  order. 

Rule  II.  The  Secretary  of  the  Council,  if  present  (if  not,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese),  shall  call  the 
names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the 
names  of  those  present. 

Rule  III.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  lay  dele¬ 
gates  of  the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates 
shall  have  been  presented  to  him. 

Rule  IV.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Creden¬ 
tials  to  receive,  examine,  and  report  on  the  credentials  of  lay  dele¬ 
gates. 

Rule  V.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  dele¬ 
gates  as  shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
and  adopted  by  the  Council,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present 
on  the  minutes. 

Rule  VI.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President 
shall  declare  the  Council  organized  for  business. 

Rule  VII.  The  Council  shall  then  proceed  to  election,  by  ballot, 
of  a  Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint 
an  assistant,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  council. 

Rule  VIII.  The  Bishop  shall  then  deliver  his  annual  address. 

Rule  IX.  Nominations  shall  then  be  made  for  all  elective  offices 
of  the  Council.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  nominations  printed  on 
ballots  for  the  use  of  the  Council  before  the  afternoon  session.  The 
elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  2:0  0  o’clock  p.  m.  The 
regular  Order  of  Business  shall  continue,  as  far  as  possible,  during 
the  elections. 

Rule  X.  Reports  shall  then  be  presented  in  the  following  order: 

1.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

2.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Admission  of  New 
Parishes. 

3.  Report  of  the  Archdeacon. 

4.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

5.  Report  of  the  Bishop  and  Council. 

6.  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

7.  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

8.  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds. 
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9.  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Accounts. 

10.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension. 

11.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Religious  Education. 

12.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Service. 

13.  Report  of  the  Field  Department.

2  0.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

Rule  XI.  Elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  two  o’clock 
p.  m.  of  the  first  day  of  the  Council  as  follows:  The  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Diocese;  Diocesan  Officers;  Members  of  the  Bishop  and 
Council;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  Synod  of  the  Province  of 
the  Mid-West;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  General  Convention; 
a  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  (nominated  by  the  Bishop). 

Rule  XII.  Before  the  close  of  the  Council  the  Bishop  shall  ap¬ 
point  the  Standing  Committees  provided  for  by  Title  I,  Canon  II, 
Section  7,  and  such  other  officers  as  he  has  to  appoint. 

Rule  XIII.  At  each  session  the  business  of  the  Council  shall  be 
called  and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  vote 
of  the  Council. 

1.  The  Roll  Call. 

2.  Reading  the  Minutes. 

3.  Communications  from  the  President. 

4.  Reports  in  their  order  as  in  Rule  X. 

5.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

Rule  XIV.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the 
Chair. 

Rule  XV.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  temporarily  from 
the  sitting  of  the  Council,  he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside 
during  his  absence. 

Rule  XVI.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service 
of  the  house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  XVII.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  de¬ 
liver  any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  arise  from  his  seat,  and 
with  due  respect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  to  the  point  of  debate. 
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Rule  XVIII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the 
same  debate,  without  the  consent  of  the  House. 

Rule  XIX.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the 
members  shall  continue  in  their  seats  and  not  hold  any  private 
discourse. 

Rule  XX.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is 
put,  unless  excused  by  the  Council,  and  upon  a  vote  by  Orders,  the 
name  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XXI.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion 
shall  be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefin¬ 
itely,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to 
divide  it,  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  named. 

Rule  XXII.  A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

Rule  XXIII.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
if  unqualified,  shall  be  settled  without  debate. 

Rule  XXIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House 
unless  it  be  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  XXV.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as 
the  judgment  of  the  Council,  and  shall  not  be  again  considered  dur¬ 
ing  the  session,  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsidered 
with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion 
to  that  purpose  by  one  of  the  majority  of  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XXVI.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XXVII.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If 
recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by 
the  Council,  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
for  its  consideration. 

Rule  XXVIII.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the 
President  in  the  first  instance,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from 
such  decision;  and  on  such  an  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  without  leave  of  the  Council. 

Rule  XXIX.  Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
sittings  of  the  Council,  and  their  names  entered  on  the  Journal,  on 
their  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right 
to  take  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Council,  the 
minutes  of  the  last  day’s  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if 
necessary,  and  approved. 

Rule  XXXI.  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future 
Councils,  unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the 
Journal  of  each  Council. 
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THE  FORTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  COUNCIL

St.  Paul’s  Pro-Cathedral,  Mishawaka 
May  8,  1946 

The  Forty-Eighth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
assembled  in  St.  Paul’s  Pro-Cathedral,  Mishawaka,  Indiana,  on  Wednes¬ 
day,  May  8,  1946,  this  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  approved 
by  the  Bishop  and  Council  and  pursuant  to  the  call  issued  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Diocese. 

There  was  a  Requiem  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  in  the  Pro- 
Cathedral  Parish  at  7:30  A.M.  for  the  first  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  The 
Right  Reverend  John  Hazen  White,  D.D.,  and  for  the  second  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  The  Right  Reverend  Campbell  Gray,  D.D.,  S.T.D.,  the 
Celebrant  being  The  Very  Reverend  Erland  L.  Groton,  B.D.,  Dean  of  the 
Pro-Cathedral  Parish. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  at  9:00  A.M.  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
and  the  Very  Reverend  Erland  L.  Groton. 

The  Conciliar  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  was  at  9:30  A.M., 
with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  The  Right  Reverend  Reginald  Mallett, 
D.  D.,  S.  T.  D.,  Celebrant,  assisted  by  The  Reverend  Harold  G.  Kappes 
and  The  Reverend  William  R.  Sheridan. 

The  Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  at  10:00 
A.M.,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  was  instructed  to  call  the  roll  of 
the  Diocesan  Clergy  from  the  official  list.  The  Bishop  asked  that  the 
Committee  on  Credentials  report  on  the  lay  delegations  and  on  the  par¬ 
ishes  and  missions  eligible  to  seat  and  vote  in  this  Council.  These  re¬ 
ports  were  given  by  Mr.  Charles  M.  Richardson  and  The  Reverend  Erland 
L.  Groton,  respectively.  Every  parish  and  mission  was  reported  as  eli¬ 
gible  to  seat  and  vote. 

The  roll  of  the  Clergy  and  of  Lay  Delegates  was  called  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Diocese,  who  reported  a  constitutional  quorum  of  both  orders. 
The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  declared  the  Council  to  be  duly  organized 
and  called  for  the  election  of  a  Secretary. 

Election  of  the  Secretary 

The  Reverend  Peter  Langendorff  moved  the  re-election  of  the  present 
Secretary,  The  Very  Reverend  Erland  L.  Groton,  and  that  the  chair  cast 
a  unanimous  ballot  of  the  Council  for  the  election  of  Dean  Groton. 
Thanking  the  Council  for  his  election,  Dean  Groton  then  requested  The 
Reverend  Harold  G.  Kappes  to  act  as  Assistant  Secretary.  This  nomi¬ 
nation  was  confirmed  by  the  Council. 

The  Council  being  duly  organized,  the  Bishop  presented  his  second 
Annual  Address  to  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 
This  address  is  printed  elsewhere  in  this  Journal.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEES 
AND  THE  DEPARTMENTS  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL 

Named  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials  was  the  Secretary  of  the 
Diocese  and  Mr.  Lewis  B.  Cole  of  Marion,  Indiana. 

The  Committee  on  the  Bishop’s  Address  consisted  of  the  Field  De¬ 
partment  of  which  The  Reverend  Don  H.  Copeland  is  Chairman. 

The  attention  of  the  Council  was  called  to  the  fact  that  a  number 
of  the  departmental  reports  had  been  printed  and  distributed  to  the 
Council,  in  order  to  expedite  business  and  to  provide  an  opportunity 
for  a  closer  study  of  the  work  of  the  departments. 

All  departmental  reports  were  received  and  approved.  They  are 
printed  in  this  journal. 


A  Church  College 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  introduced  to  the  Council  Mr.  Edgar  C. 
Cumings,  President  of  Central  Normal  College,  of  Danville,  Ind.,  who 
spoke  to  the  Council  on  the  proposal  to  make  of  the  school  a  Church 
School  under  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Indiana.  The 
Council  was  advised  as  t-o  the  full  extent  of  the  plan  and  of  a  previous 
meeting  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  representatives  of  the  Diocese  of 
Indianapolis  and  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  as  held  in  Indianapolis. 
The  Council  was  also  advised  on  the  favorable  action  of  the  Diocese 
of  Indianapolis — which  action  depended  upon  the  action  of  the  Diocese 
of  Northern  Indiana.  After  a  period  of  discussion  and  of  questions  ask¬ 
ed  Mr.  Cumings,  the  Council  voted  to  adopt  the  resolution  of  the 
Diocese  of  Indianapolis*  in  support  of  the  proposed  plan  to  bring  Central 
Normal  College  under  the  Church  in  the  State  of  Indiana.  The  motion 
was  made  by  The  Reverend  James  McNeal  Wheatley  and  seconded  by 
Mr.  Donald  B.  Smith.  Both  Mr.  Smith  and  The  Reverend  Don  H.  Cope¬ 
land  spoke  in  support  of  this  motion. 

The  Resolution  as  adopted  reads  as  follows:  “That  this  Convention 
approve  and  endorse  the  plan  on  converting  Central  Normal  College  of 
Danville,  Indiana,  into  a  co-educational  Liberal  Arts  College  operated 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Episcopal  Dioceses  of  the  state  of  Indiana” 

The  Bishop  of  Nebraska 

The  Rt.  Reverend  Howard  Brinker,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Nebraska,  ad¬ 
dressed  the  afternoon  session  of  the  Council  in  a  truly  remarkble 
missionary  address. 
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Other  business  of  the  Council  included: 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Glen  Sawyer,  it  was  passed  by  the  Council  that 
an  amount  of  $100.00  be  put  in  the  Diocesan  budget  for  the  office  ex¬ 
pense  of  the  Chancellor  and  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
The  Reverend  Don  H.  Copeland  announced  the  quota  of  this  Diocese 
to  the  National  Church  as  $6194.00  for  the  year  1947. 

A  motion  by  Mr.  Bodman  that  the  Children’s  Lenten  Mite  Box  Offer¬ 
ing  be  not  counted  in  the  quota  of  this  Diocese  was  defeated. 

The  budgets,  consisting  of  the  Diocesan  Budget,  the  budget  of  the 
Department  of  Missions  and  of  the  Departments  of  the  Bishop  and 
Council,  as  previously  approved  by  the  Bishop  and  Council,  were 
adopted  by  this  Diocesan  Council. 

The  Reverend  James  McNeal  Wheatley  asked  for  a  motion  of  ap¬ 
preciation  to  Mr.  Ronald  Stagg  for  his  work  in  behalf  of  the  Recon¬ 
struction  and  Advance  Program  and  to  Bishop  Brinker  for  his  coming 
to  the  Diocese  both  in  support  of  the  same  program  and  at  the  time 
of  this  Council.  Upon  motion  of  The  Reverend  Peter  Langendorff, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  was  so  instructed. 

Resolution  to  Major  James  H.  Haberly 

The  Reverend  James  McNeal  Wheatley  read,  to  the  Council,  a  let¬ 
ter  in  which  Major  James  H.  Haberly  asked  to  be  relieved  of  his 
responsibility  as  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese— after  sixteen  years  of 
service  to  the  Diocese  in  this  office. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  appointed  The  Reverend  Clarence  C. 
Reimer  and  Mr.  Frank  Whitmore  to  present  to  the  Council  a  resolut¬ 
ion  in  recognition  of  the  years  of  service  which  Mr.  Haberly  has 
given  to  the  Diocese.  The  resolution  reads  as  follows: 

Whereas  Major  James  H.  Haberly  has  by  letter  expressed  his  desire 
to  be  relieved  of  furter  responsibility  as  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and 
Whereas  his  long  service  to>  the  Diocese  has  been  given  with  out¬ 
standing  fidelty  and  great  devotion  through  periods  of  depression 
and  prosperity  and  his  ability  is  reflected  in  the  grand  financial  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Diocese,  Be  it  resolved  that  the  Forty — Eighth  Annual 
Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  express  its  appreciation 
of  his  past  services  and  its  regret  at  his  decision  and,  Be  it  futher 
resolved  that  a  conv  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  Major  Haberly. 
The  Reverend  William  Sheridan  moved  expressions  of  appreciation 
(to  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  St.  Paul’s  Pro-Cathedral  for 
their  hospitality  and  to  the  ladies  of  the  Parish  for  their  dinner  served 
the  Council. 

The  Reverend  Peter  Langendorff  moved  adjournment  of  this  the  Forty- 
Eighth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

A  resolution,  presented  by  the  Reverend  William  Sheridan,  offered 
Marion,  Indiana,  as  the  meeting  place  of  the  Council  of  1947  and  the 
Reverend  Clarence  C.  Reimer  moved  that  this  resolution  lie  referred 
to  the  Bishop  and  Council  of  the  Diocese. 

The  chair  instructed  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  to  inform  the  parishes 
and  Missions  of  the  Diocese  of  the  date  and  place  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Forty-Ninth  Annual  Council  in  due  time  and,  after  the  singing 
of  the  Te  Deum  and  receiving  the  benediction  of  the  Bishop,  the  Council 
was  declared  to  be  duly  adjourned.

of 

THE  RIGHT  REVEREND  REGINALD  MALLETT,  D.D.,  S.T.D. 

to  the 

FORTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  COUNCIL 
of  the  Church  in  the 
DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 


The  past  year  has  brought  many  good  things  to  us  and  I  am  sure 
the  one  great  thing  we  value  most  is  that  fighting  among  the  nations 
has  ceased  and  the  great  armies  of  the  world  are  being  demobilized. 
The  fact  that  a  restoration  of  peace  lias  not  come  is  disquieting, 
and  that,  with  an  apparent  lack  of  forthright  moral  leadership  in 
our  nation,  fills  many  of  us  with  a  feeling  akin  to  despair.  This 
desolate  outlook  is  a  call  for  us  to  do  everything  in  our  power  as 
citizens  and  members  of  groups  to  restore  a  normal  attitude  towards 
each  vexing  question,  and  as  Christians  to  pray  and  work  for  a  solution 
that  is  in  accordance  with  God’s  will,  rather  than  in  accordance  with 
our  own  advantages  or  desires.  As  such  it  behooves  us  to  think  in 
terms  of  holiness  of  life  before  catastrophes  of  the  sort  we  never  dream¬ 
ed  drives  us  to  our  knees. 

In  this  address  I  am  going  to  be  as  simple  as  possible:  to  show 
progress,  without  boasting,  where  progress  has  been  made;  and  to 
point  out  to  you  new  ways  in  which  we  may  walk  if  we  choose  to  do  so. 

Last  year  the  first  paragraph  of  my  address  was  about  the  Episcopal 
Residence.  We  have  moved  the  Episcopal  Residence  to  South  Bend, 
as  you  know,  and  the  business  part  of  it  will  be  in  the  report  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese.  The  one  thing  I  want  to  impress  upon  the 
Diocese  is  that  the  change  lias  been  made  as  it  was  planned,  at  no  ex¬ 
pense  to  the  Diocese. 


Parochial  Changes 

We  have  lost  by  death  a  faithful  and  devoted  priest.  Edwin  E. 
Smith,  Pastor  Emeritus  of  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend.  Father  Smith 
was  lovingly  cared  for  by  Father  Kappes  and  the  Holy  Trinity  con¬ 
gregation  in  his  last  days.  We  have  lost  several  of  our  members  in 
active  service  in  our  armed  forces  for  whose  lives  and  deaths  God  be 
praised;  and  several  more  in  active  servicie  in  our  parishes  have 
answered  the  call  to  go  to  the  nearer  presence  of  God.  I  ask  your 
prayers  for  the  repose  of  their  souls: 

“0  Eternal  Lord  God,  who  boldest  all  souls  in  life ;  vouchsafe, 
we  beseech  thee,  to  thy  whole  Church  in  paradise  and  on  earth, 
thy  light  and  thy  peace;  and  grant  that  ice,  following  the  good 
examples  of  those  who  have  served  thee  here  and  are  note  at  rest, 
may  at  the  last  enter  with  them  into  thine  unending  joy ,  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  ..Amen.  ..May  the  souls  of  the  faithful  de¬ 
parted  through  the  mercy  of  God,  rest  in  peace.,, 

Father  J'ennings  is  expected  bock  at  Howe  in  the  Fall,  for  which  we 
are  thankful.  Father  Hoffenbacher  resigned  as  rector  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  East  Chicago,  and  is  now  on  our  non-parochical  list.  The 
Reverend  Gail  Brittain  is  in  charge  of  the  Good  Shepherd.  Father 
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Patterson  is  in  residence  at  St.  Alban’s,  East  Chicago,  with  the  Reverend 
John  Peterson,  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  temporarily  in  charge  of 
St.  James’,  Goshen.  You  can  see  that  the  Calumet  is  strengthened  by 
the  active  reopening  of  the  East  Chicago  field,  which  was  one  of  our 
objectives  last  year.  The  Benedictines,  Father  Severance  and  Father 
Bacon,  have  removed  with  their  monastery  to  their  new  home  near 
Three  Rivers,  Michigan,  fulfilling  their  long-sought  objective,  previously 
hindered  by  the  War.  They  will  be  on  our  no-parochial  list,  and  I  will 
continue  as  their  Visitor.  I  speak  our  thanks  for  the  part  they  have 
played  in  the  life  of  our  Diocese,  and  I  more  strongly  bespeak  your 
contining  interest  and  prayers  for  them.  If  you  give  that  it  will  mean 
you  will  also  contribute  to  their  support.  Their  place  at  Valparaiso 
and  Hobart  has  been  taken  by  the  Reverend  Harold  Me  Lemore,  who 
with  Mrs.  Me  Lemore  is  in  residence  at  Valparaiso,  in  a  newly  decorated 
and  furnished  rectory.  Father  McLemore  is  a  priest  of  the  Diocese  of 
Connecticut,  though  originally  from  Salem,  Indiana,  At  Peru  the  Vestry 
are  working  for  the  coming  of  a  resident  priest,  but  until  he  comes, 
(and  they  are  seeking  living  accommodations  for  him,)  Father  Reimer 
is  still  in  charge.  Gas  City  is  making  a  similar  plan  for  a  priest  to  live 
there.  We  know  that  the  addition  of  the$e  two  men  will  advance  the 
work  in  the  Fort  Wayne  Deanery.  The  Revlerend  Virgil  Stewart  has 
been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee,  and  The  Reverend 
Sydney  H.  B.  Croft  to  Honolulu.  Both  these  priests  have  been  in  the 
Armed  Services.  Father  Elliott  has  returned  from  service  and  has  be¬ 
come  non-parochial  in  order  to  pursue  studies  until  he  is  ready  for 
placement  in  a  parish.  There  have  been  Ordained  to  the  Diaconate, 
Gordon  Olston,  Frank  Bozartli,  and  James  DeGolier.  These  three 
young  men  are  still  at  Nashotah  House,  finishing  their  work  there. 
The  Reverend  J.  Willard  Yoder  has  been  rector  at  St.  Paul’s.  Hammond, 
since  August,  having  been  transferred  to  us  from  Indianapolis,  and 
the  Reverend  James  Savoy,  transferred  from  Atlanta,  has  been  rector 
at  Plymouth  (and  in  charge  of  the  work  at  Culver)  since  last  September. 
(I  am  proud  of  a  large  class  presented  for  Confirmation  there — includ¬ 
ing  six  Culver  Cadets)  We  have  no  parish  or,  mission  without  a  rector 
or  priest-in-charge. 

Last  year  I  said  that  if  there  was  any  discouraging  angle  in  our  work 
it  was  the  low  salaries  paid  to  the  clergy.  At  that  time  we  had  four 
fields  paying  under  $1800  a  year,  and  today  we  have  none  under  $1800. 
For  that  inspiring  advance  I  am  thankful.  The  caliber  of  a  priest  must 
be  of  the  highest  to  work  in  this  Diocese.  For  that  reason  I  have  been 
slow  in  taking  postulants.  At  the  present  time  I  have  none,  but  have 
applications  from  four  that  I  may  accept:  these  four  are  but  a  few  of 
many  applications  I  have  received,  and  to  each  one  I  have  given  a  great 
deal  of  time.  I  hope  no  priest  nor  vestry  will  ask  me  to  accept  any  man 
who  is  not  known  personally  to  be  truly  godly,  to  have  the  ambition 
to  live  a  disciplined  life,  and  to  have  high  faculties  and  abilities  to 
dedicate  to  God.  The  best  is  what  God  asks  and  the  best  is  not  too  good 
for  God.  We  are  a  small  Diocese,  and  the  family  spirit  of  goodwill 
and  unity  that  I  covet  for  us,  and  which  we  possess  in  a  large  measure, 
is  dependent  upon  our  appreciation  of  the  abilities  of  each  priest,  re¬ 
gardless  of  what  field  he  is  serving. 

Offices  in  the  Diocese 

That  appreciation  of  a  priest  is  expressed  in  the  Diocesan  work  he  is 
called  upon  to  do,  generally  by  being  elected.  Last  year  I  said  in  my  ad¬ 
dress  “It  is  my  opinion  that  every  position  in  the  Diocese,  elective  and 
appointive,  should  be  open  to  any  man  wh-o  is  capable  of  doing  the  work, 
regardless  of  the  size  of  the  parish  of  which  he  may  be  in  charge.  In 
Diocesan  offices  there  should  be  as  little  duplication  of  them  as  possible, 
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and  the  use  of  all  manpower  available.”  I  am  saying  that  all  over  and 
going  farther.  It  seems  important  for  each  Deanery  to  be  represented 
in  all  activities,  particularly  those  calling  for  the  dissemination  of  in¬ 
formation  and  the  procuring  of  support  for  Diocesan  objects.  It  would 
be  a  just  and  common  sense  thing  to  do  to  elect  to  the  Standing 
Committee  and  to  the  Bishop  and  Council,  each  year,  one  member  from 
each  Deanery.  I  am  not  suggesting  the  imposition  of  any  restrictions 
upon  the  freedom  of  choice  or  of  voting,  certainly  not  by  legislation 
until  it  is  well  thought  out.  But  I  am  bound  to  point  out  that  our 
work  is  not  furthered  when  every  part  of  the  Diocese  does  not  feel  a 
responsibility  for  it.  I  also  mentioned  the  value  of  rotation  of  offices 
rather  than  the  acculation  of  them  on  any  one  Deanery,  or  any  one 
person,  for  indefinite  periods  of  time. 

The  Bishop  and  Council 

The  Bishop  and  Council  has  had  a  splendid  year  with  regular  meet¬ 
ings.  It  has  approached  every  piece  of  work,  old  and  new,  with  enthu¬ 
siasm.  If  you  listen  carefully,  and  compare  what  you  hear  today  from 
each  department  with  what  you  know  of  our  war  years,  you  will  see  the 
advances  we  have  made.  Great  credit  is  due  to  each  department  chair¬ 
man,  and  to  each  I  give  my  personal  thanks.  As  an  important  aside,  I 
would  like  to  find  the  exact  words  to  expres  the  deep  gratitude  I  feel 
for  the  loyalty  everyone  in  the  Diocese  shows  for  the  Bishop — which  I 
take  as  not  personal  only — but  as  loyalty  for  the  Office,  and  for  the 
Diocese.  The  Departments  of  Missions  and  Finance  are  the  ones  we 
hear  most  about  as  they  initiate  or  carry  out  all  of  our  work.:  The 
Field  Department  has  done  much  more  than  routine  work,  and  Father 
Copeland  has  given  his  several  times  to  go  with  me  to  hold  parish  meet¬ 
ings  when  we  have  been  asked  to  do  so.  Forward  in  Service  is  being 
discontinued  but  during  the  past  year  Father  Langendorff  has  issued 
interesting  bulletins  with  regularity,  and  they  have  been  well  received. 
Chistian  Social  Relations  (Father  Foster,  Chairman)  has  been  faithful 
in  sending  out  bulletins  and  has  received  oommendation  from  the 
offices  of  the  National  Church  for  their  timeliness  and  vigor.  Father 
Olsen  has  re-made  the  Beacon,  and  he  promises  us  even  greater  drive 
in  future  days  for  this  medium  of  propaganda  to  the  people.  The  de¬ 
partment  of  Religious  Education  is  sponsoring  two  Howe  Conferences 
this  year,  one  for  young  people,  June  16-21  and  one  for  Adults,  June 
23-28.  Under  their  general  program  comes  a  new  advance  in  young 
people’s  work. 

The  Diocese  Appoints  Young  People’s  Worker 

Miss  Jessie  Hunter,  an  official  worker  of  the  Diocese  of  Nevada,  has 
accepted  the  position  of  young  people’s  worker  in  the  Diocese  of  North¬ 
ern  Indiana,  and  comes  into  residence  on  June  15th.  Her  background 
of  work  centered  from  Ely,  Nevada,  and  is  most  noteworthy,  especially 
the  development  of  a  Church  School  by  mail  for  isolated  children.  Miss 
Hunter  is  the  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Hunter  of  Mishawaka, 
and  is  the  product  of  this  Diocese  of  whom  we  are  very  proud. 

At  the  February  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  the  Bishop  was 
authorized  to  accept  funds  offered  by  the  National  Council  and  augment 
them  so  that  we  could  procure  a  trained  person,  working  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  the  Bishop,  to  build  up  the  young  people’s  work 
in  the  Diocese.  A  scheme  of  operation  was  outlined  “definite  enough 
to  have  a  plan”  to  work  in  an  orderly  fashion  “for  the  three  deaneries,” 
but  at  the  same  time  flexible  enough  to  make  it  experimental  for  the 
first  year.  The  Bishop  and  Council,  as  well  as  a  host  of  friends  wel¬ 
come  Miss  Hunter’s  return.  Her  official  introduction  will  be  at  the 
Howe  Conferences.  She  will  teach  courses  in  both  the  young  people’s 
and  the  adult  groups. 
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“The  People  Committed  to  Your  Cure  and  Charge” 

This  sounds  like  it  might  be  an  appeal  for  renewed  pastoral  work  to 
the  clergy.  It  could  be  that  for  the  title  is  from  the  Ordination  Service. 
I  mention  it  because  not  long  ago  1  read  an  editorial  about  clergy  going 
to  a  new  charge  and  then  returning  for  ministrations  in  the  old  field. 
It  pointed  out  the  dangers  of  a  priest’s  work  being  hindered  by  a  former 
rector’s  return  for  baptisms,  marriages,  and  funerals.  There  is  a  lot 
of  this  going  on  in  the  Episcopal  Church,  most  of  it  thoughtlessly,  and  a 
lots  of  it  sentimentally.  It  is  a  practice  I  resolutely  avoided  in  the  25 
years  of  my  priesthood,  and  I  think  it  is  right  for  me  to  lead  the  way  in 
this  Diocese,  as  I  am  being  invited  more  and  more  to  perform  pastoral 
acts  that  should  be  done  by  the  parish  priest.  Therefore  while  I  shall  ex¬ 
press  my  appreciation  for  such  invitations  as  may  come  I  am  going  to 
decline  to'  perform  any  other  ministrations  than  the  Prayer  Book  rubric 
provides  for  the  Bishop  “if  he  be  present”, — and  that  means  to  give  the 
blessing  or  the  absolution.  The  main  part  of  each  function  must  be 
performed  by  the  parish  priest.  This  does  not  mean  that  I  will  not  be 
eager  to  be  with  any  one  in  the  Diocese  in  times  of  joy  or  sorrow.  Nor 
does  it  mean  that  in  the  absence  of  the  priest  “or  in  any  emergency”  I 
would  fail  to  act,  for  everyone  must  know  that  I  will  spare  no  effort  to 
perform  any  priestly  ministration  where  it  is  needed.  It  is  a  natural 
thing  for  people  to  ask  but  it  is  up  to  the  clergy  to  decline.  It  will  serve 
us  all  well  in  the  long  run. 

The  Genera]  Convention 

The  General  Convention  this  year  is  very  important.  It  meets  in 
Philadelphia  for  a  shortened  period  of  time  with  an  unusual  amount  of 
work  to  do.  There  are  issues  before  us  on  which  the  church  is  greatly 
divided.  One  of  them,  that  of  union  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States,  if  carried  through  on  an  emotional  appeal,  could  fill  the 
courts  of  every  state  of  the  union  with  litigation  over  the  property  of  the 
church,  and  bring  greater  disunity  to  us.  The  marriage  canon  is  im¬ 
portant.  The  Church  Pension  Fund  is  asking  an  increase  of  premiums 
which  the  church  seems  willing  to  grant.  At  the  same  time  we  are  rais¬ 
ing  questions  as  to  thecost  of  operation  of  the  Fund,  the  lack  of  benefits 
for  unmarried  clergy  and  the  necessity  for  larger  pensions.  The  whole 
issue  makes  me  see  clearer  than  ever  the  necessity  of  adequate  salaries 
and  on  that  I  am  working  constantly.  The  best  and  safest  way  to  in¬ 
crease  retirement  income  is  to  pay  fair  salaries  to  all  our  clergy  and 
to  meet  rising  costs  of  living  with  rising  salaries.  In  all  of  the  work 
of  the  General  Convention  we  ought  to  lie  represented  by  men  who  know 
for  what  the  Diocese  stands.  Some  Diocese  instruct  their  delegates  on 
certain  subjects:  for  instance,  on  the  Presbyterian  question  two  nearby 
Diocese,  have  gone  on  record  as  opposed  to  it.  I  hope  we  wi71  not  in¬ 
struct  our  delegates  beforehand  but  trust  the  men  elected  to  stand  solidly 
for  what  we  stand,  to  be  present  at  every  session  from  the  first  to  the 
last,  to  play  our  part  on  every  question. 

A  Church  College  for  Indiana? 

In  March  I  had  the  happy  experience  of  meeting  in  Indianapolis  an 
Episcopalian  who  is  much  interested  in  the  subject  of  secular  and 
religious  education.  He  is  Dr.  Edgar  Cumings,  President-elect  of  Cent¬ 
ral  Normal  College  of  Danville,  Indiana.  He  talked  with  me  of  the 
possibility  of  the  Church  taking  over  that  college  to  become  a  coeduca¬ 
tional  institution  of  liberal  arts  under  the  aegis  of  the  Church  in  Indi¬ 
ana.  The  reason  for  the  change  is  that  Central  Normal  College,  with  a 
past  history  of  70  years,  is  no  longer  needed  and  has  no  future  as  a 
teacher  training  institute.  A  generous  offer  by  the  present  Board  of 
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Trustees  enables  their  president  “to  continue  negotiations  with  the 
officials  of  the  Episcopal  Church  leading  to  the  assumption  by  that 
church  of  final  and  complete  control  of  the  college.”  The  tentative 
offer  was  made  jointly  to  Bishop  Kirchhoffer  and  me,  and  we  had  im¬ 
mediate  conferences  to  see  if  the  two  Dioceses  would  be  interested  in 
this  joint  project. 

With  the  Trustees  of  the  tw-o  Diocese,  we  called  for  a  meeting  of 
clergy  and  laymen,  and  a  dinner  was  held  at  the  Columbia  Club  in 
Indianapolis  on  April  22.  Sponsored  by  a  group  of  laymen,  chiefly 
members  of  the  Church  of  the  Advent  in  Indianapolis,  the  dinner  was 
attended  by  over  100  people.  Addresses  were  made  by  both  Bishops, 
by  Dr.  Cumings,  and  by  Mr.  Willis  Connor,  all  of  us  strong  advocates  of 
the  scheme.  The  advantages  of  the  Church  and  the  college  were  dis¬ 
cussed,  and  also  the  responsibility  of  the  Church  if  it  were  taken  over. 

The  type  of  college  planned  will  be  a  college  of  arts  and  science, 
which  shall  combine  the  elements  of  higher  education,  as  generally 
understood,  with  the  elements  -of  religious  and  moral  education.  It  will 
be  coeducational  in  nature,  and  as  such  it  will  be  unique  as  the  onli/ 
coeducational  Episcopal  college  in  the  United  States.  The  tangible 
assets  of  the  college  are  property  assessed  at  a  value  of  $300,000.00,  five 
buildings  owned  outright  by  the  college,  an  administration  and  music 
buildings,  two  classroom  buildings,  a  modern  gymnasium,  and  a  large 
frame  dormitory  for  girls.  Another  frame  building  is  leased  by  the 
college,  and  after  June  1  the  college  will  also  have  three  temporary 
government  structures  which  will  house  approximately  40  veterans. 
Ground  space  is  available  in  the  area  of  8  acres,  and  adjoining  land  is 
available  for  expansion.  The  Danville  town  council  permits  the  college 
the  free  use  of  a  city  park,  with  athletic  fields,  which  adjoins  the  campus. 
The  college  is  free  of  debts,  either  to  individuals  or  groups.  It  has  an 
alumni  organization  of  nearly  60,000.  The  dinner  meeting  went  on  re¬ 
cord  with  the  following  resolutions: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

That  this  gathering  of  representative  clergy  and  laity  from  the  Diocese 
of  Northern  Indiana  and  the  Diocese  of  Indianapolis  approve  the  plan  set 
forth  by  Dr.  Edgar  Cummings  for  the  Church  to  co-operate  in  the 
establishment  of  a  Church  Liberal  Arts  Co-educational  College  by  taking 
over  the  Central  Normal  College  in  Danville,  Indiana,  in  accordance 
with  the  action  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Normal  Training  College. 
And  be  it  further 

RESOLVED: 

That,  the  Bishops  and  Trustees  of  the  two  Dioceses  appoint  a  Con¬ 
tinuing  Committee  to  take  further  necessary  steps,  and  to  make  a  plan 
to  present  the  proposition  to  the  respective  Conventions  of  the  two 
Diocese  for  action.  And  be  it  still  further 

RESOLVED: 

That  it  be  understood  that  this  action  on  the  part  of  this  meeting  of 
representative  clergy  and  laity  of  the  two  Dioceses,  in  no  way  involves 
or  obligates  the  Corporation  of  either  Diocese. 

Adopted  Unanimously. 

The  Trustees  of  both  Dioceses  have  recommended  that  this  be  made  a 
matter  of  presentation  to  each  Council.  Indianapolis  met  on  May  2nd 
and  adopted  the  following  resolution: 

RESOLVED: 

That  this  convention  approve  and  endorse  the  plan  on  converting 
Central  Normal  College  of  Danville-,  Indiana,  into  a  eo-educational 
Liberal  Arts  College  operatd  under  the  auspices,  but  without  financial 
involvement,  of  the  Episcopal  Dioceses  of  the  state  of  Indiana;  provided 
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similar  action  is  taken  by  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  in  their 
convention  called  for  May  8,  1946.  Further,  that  the  Bishop  be,  and  is 
hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  Committee  of  five  (5)  who,  after  con¬ 
sultation  with  the  Trustees,  Standing  Committee  and  Diocesan  Council 
of  this  Diocese  are  authorized  to  determine  necessary  details  and  to 
take  necessary  action  on  behalf  of  this  Diocese  to  that  end. 

There  will  be  the  opportunity  for  this  to  be  presented  to  us  as  business 
of  Special  Order  today.  I  want  all  information  presented  fairly  and 
frankly  to  our  Diocese,  for  whatever  way  we  decide  it  is  a  momentous 
decision  for  the  Diocese.  In  my  speech  at  the  joint  meeting  I  emphasized 
the  fact  that  there  is  nothing  subtle  or  involved  in  this,  and  no  question 
of  any  merger  of  the  two  Dioceses.  There  are  “no  secret  covenants 
secretly  arrived  at.”  I  would  be  ashamed  to  acknowledge  that  after 
nearly  100  years  of  history  there  was  not  enough  work  for  two  bishops 
to  do  in  Indiana.  It  is,  however,  a  wonderful  thing  to  contemplate  the 
Members  of  the  Episcopal  Church  working  in  unity  and  for  unity  among 
ourselves,  and  to  open  new  paths  for  the  Church  by  turning  out  college 
graduates  who  are  religiously  biased  in  favor  of  the  Church  -  -  what  a 
contribution  by  the  Church  to  the  life  of  the  State!  What  a  contribu¬ 
tion  by  the  College  to  the  life  of  the  Church! 

The  Reconstruction  and  Advance  Program  is  now  rightly  termed  the 
R  and  A  Fund.  The  program  of  instruction  and  information  was  faith¬ 
fully  done  before  it  became  a  drive  for  funds.  Our  Diocesan  Director, 
Mr.  Ronald  Stagg  of  Fort  Wayne,  has  given  us  a  first  report  printed  in 
The  Beacon  that  indicates  how  far  we  have  exceeded  cur  set  expectation 
in  the  money  given  or  pledged.  I  know  that  every  parish  and  individual 
will  complete  its  work  and  enable  us  by  the  middle  of  the  summer  to 
write  the  R  and  A  off  as  a  successfully  concluded  project.  Those  who 
have  mentioned  Mr.  Stagg’s  work  and  his  report  have  admired  the 
high  spiritual  tone  in  which  it  was  made,  the  tone  that  pervaded  our 
whole  effort.  It  has  been  a  project  sincerely  entered  into  by  us  all, 
that  put  the  emphasis  in  the  proper  places,  and  was  in  no  sense  a  high- 
pressured  drive  for  money  only.  Mr.  Stagg  and  Bishop  Brinker  (who 
speaks  to  us  today  on  the  work  of  the  Church)  are  due  our  grateful 
thanks:  but  every  parish  priest  and  every  layman  who  participated 
and  contributed  are  the  ones  who  made  it  successful. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  make  a  plea  for  a  bold  stand  for  continued  ag¬ 
gressive  work  throughout  every  part  of  the  Diocese.  We  cannot  afford 
to  sit  down  and  wear  our  laurels  for  one  minute,  the  forces  we  combat 
should  keep  us  alert  always.  One  thing  that  clergy  and  people  could 
do  together  well  is  to-  work  for  increasingly  large  numbers  of  confirma¬ 
tions — provided  the  confirmands  know  what  they  are  about,  are  con¬ 
vinced  that  the  Church  holds  a  way  of  life  for  them  that  will  take  first 
place  and  are  suffifficiently  instructed  so  that  they  do  not  become  liabil¬ 
ities  the  moment  the  Bishop’s  hands  are  removed  from  their  heads. 
I  would  like  to  see  each  parish  and  mission  take  as  an  objective  a  num¬ 
ber  of  people  to  present  for  confirmation  next  year  equal  to  10  per  cent 
of  their  communicant  list.  Any  figure  much  less  than  that  would  seem 
to  be  just  the  result  of  normal  work,  not  aggressive  work.  (The  aver¬ 
age  for  the  National  Church  is  about  5  per  cent.)  You  will  say  that  it 
will  be  hard.  Of  course,  it  will.  It  will  take  work  on  the  part  of  the 
laity  to  bring  people,  to  open  the  way  for  the  clergy  to  get  to  them— 
and  it  will  take  work  on  the  part  of  the  clergy  to  instruct  them  proper- 
f".  U  my  rUm  becomes  a  reality  we  should  have  540  confirmations,  for 
we  have  5,420  communicants.  Our  number  last  year  was  277,  just 
exactly  5  per  cent — so  at  least  we  are  normal.  This  year  we  will  have 
more.  Let  us  hold  before  ourselves  an  ever-widening  horizon  of  work, 
doing  our  utmost  to  further  the  Kingdom  of  God  in  this  geographical 
division  as  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.

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REPORT  ON  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  DIOCESE 
TO  THE  FORTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL 

The  Standing  Committee  begs  to  submit  its  report  to  the  4  8th 
Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  in  accordance  with  the 
Canons  of  the  Church. 

At  the  4  7th  Annual  Council  convened  in  St.  Thomas’  Parish,  Ply¬ 
mouth,  Indiana,  on  May  3,  19  45,  the  following  were  elected  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Standing  Committee:  Revd.  Frs.  Murphy,  Copeland,  Olsen, 
Foster,  and  Kappes. 

On  May  2  4th  the  Standing  Committee  met  in  St.  James’  Church, 
South  Bend,  and  acted  upon  the  petition  of  St.  Andrew’s  Parish, 
Kokomo,  regarding  the  sale  of  some  land  in  Foster’s  Addition  in  the 
city  of  Kokomo,  this  in  conformity  to  ecclesiastical  and  civil  law. 

On  the  same  date  the  Standing  Committee  acting  as  an  advisory 
body,  made  certain  recommendations  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
relative  to  the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  confines  of  East  Chicago. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  election 
of  a  Bishop  Suffragan. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut  to  the  election  of 
a  Bishop-Coadjutor. 

Canonical  consent  was  given  for  the  consecration  of  The  Reverend 
Frederick  Lehrle  Barry  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of 
Albany. 

Canonical  consent  was  given  for  the  consecration  of  The  Reverend 
Charles  Avery  Mason  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Dallas. 

On  June  11th  the  Standing  Committee  gave  canonical  consent  to 
the  consecration  of  The  Yen.  Alfred  L.  Banyard  to  be  Bishop-suffra¬ 
gan  in  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey. 

On  June  15th  the  Standing  Committee  g'ave  canonical  consent  to  the 
election  and  consecration  of  The  Reverend  John  Elbridge  Hines  to  be 
Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Texas,  and  on  the  same  date  to 
The  Reverend  Thomas  Henry  Wright  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
East  Carolina. 

On  August  15th  gave  canonical  consent  to  the  election  and  conse¬ 
cration  of  The  Reverend  Robert  Moody  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  Lexington. 

On  October  3rd  the  Standing  Committee,  meeting  in  St.  Paul’s  Pro- 
Cathedral,  made  certain  recommendations  to  the  Bishop  relative  to 
the  Diocesan  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  On  the  same  date  gave 
canonical  consent  to  the  election  of  The  Rt.  Reverend  William  Proc¬ 
tor  Remington,  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  District  of  Eastern  Oregon, 
co  be  Bishop  Suffragan  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania. 

On  December  3rd  the  Standing  Committee  gave  consent  to  the 
election  of  The  Rt.  Reverend  Walter  Gray,  Suffragan  Bishop  of  Con¬ 
necticut,  to  be  Coadjutor  Bishop  of  the  same  Diocese. 

On  January  2  6th,  194  6,  Gordon  Rhodes  Olston  and  Franks  Harry 
Bozarth,  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  were  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  be  Ordered  Deacons. 

On  February  8th  the  Standing  Committee  gave  consent  to  the 
Diocese  of  Michigan  to  elect  a  Suffragan  Bishop  (Canon  40.  sec.  1). 

On  February  2  6th  James  Richard  DeGolier,  a  Candidate  for  Holy 
Orders,  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  be  Ordered 
a  Deacon. 

On  April  16th  the  Standing  Committee  gave  consent  to  the  election 
and  consecration  of  The  Reverend  Richard  Stanley  Emrich  to  be 
Bishop  Suffragan  in  the  Diocese  of  Michigan.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL 

This  report  covers  three  meetings  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  of  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  viz.:  October  3,  1945,  January  10,  1946, 
and  March  11,  1946. 

The  meeting  of  October  3  was  held  at  the  Pro-Cathedral  Parish  in 
Mishawaka,  Indiana,  and  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
and  of  the  Missionary  Funds  were  received  and  filed. 

DEPARTMENTAL  REPORTS 

THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  MISSIONS— 

There  was  no  formal  report,  but  the  Rev.  Leo  K.  D.  Patterson  made 
a  formal  request  of  the  Council  for  aid  in  the  installation  of  a  new 
bo  ler  and  stoker  at  St.  Alban’s,  East  Chicago.  The  Council  approved 
a  loan  of  $800  for  this  purpose. 

The  Department  of  Missions  allotted  an  amount  of  $300  in  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  a  car  for  the  Rev.  William  Sheridan  in  the  Gas  City  and 
Hartford  City  field  of  work. 

THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION— 

The  Rev.  Russell  Flagg  reported  briefly  for  the  Department  in  re¬ 
spect  to  conferences  for  Young  People  in  the  Diocese  and  the  Bishop 
made  the  following  announcements:  that  the  Rev.  Robert  J.  Murphy 
had  been  appointed  to  succeed  the  Rev.  James  McNeal  Wheatley  as 
Chairman  for  the  Howe  Adult  Conference  and  the  Rev.  Willard  Yoder 
had  been  appointed  to  succeed  the  Rev.  James  McNeal  Wheatley  as 
Chairman  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Commission  of  the  Diocese. 

THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS— 

The  Rev.  James  Foster  spoke  on  the  need  for  development  of  the 
work  of  this  Department  as  evidenced  by  the  strikes  and  racial  rela¬ 
tions  demonstrations  in  the  Calumet  area  of  the  Diocese.  The  Bishop 
urged  study  groups  in  the  parishes  and  missions  during  the  period  of 
Lent. 

THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLICITY— 

The  Rev.  Leslie  S.  Olsen  presented  a  written  report  on  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  a  new  Diocesan  paper  which  is  to  be  known  as  “The  Beacon,” 
and  the  two  new  appointments  to  this  Department  were  the  Rev. 
Bruce  Mosier  of  Bristol  as  circulation  manager  of  The  Beacon,  and 
the  Rev.  J.  Willard  Yoder  of  Hammond  as  News  Editor. 

THE  FIELD  DEPARTMENT— 

The  Chairman,  the  Rev.  Don  H.  Copeland,  stated  that  his  depart¬ 
ment  had  arranged  the  annual  vestry  dinners  of  October  23,  24,  and  25 
at  Gary,  Plymouth,  and  Marion,  respectively,  and  that  the  Rev.  Francis 
Campbell  Gray  would  be  the  speaker  at  each  of  these  meetings. 

The  Bishop  spoke  briefly  on  the  Reconstruction  and  Advance  Pro¬ 
gram  of  the  Church  and  on  the  splendid  work  of  the  Diocesan  Chair¬ 
man,  Mr.  Ronald  Stagg.  Col.  Bouton  moved  a  vote  of  appreciation 
from  this  Council  to  Mr.  Stagg  for  his  work.  The  Bishop  announced 
that  the  Rt.  Rev.  Howard  Brinker,  Bishop  of  Nebraska,  would  be  in 
the  Diocese  between  January  21  and  31,  1946  in  support  of  this 
program. 

THE  FORWARD  IN  SERVICE— 

The  Rev.  Peter  Langendorff  reported  that  the  Forward  in  Service 
program  in  the  Diocese  stood  ready  to  work  in  close  cooperation  with 
the  Field  Department.  The  Bishop  announced  the  provincial  Forward 
in  Service  Conference  in  Chicago  on  October  9  and  10. 
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The  Council  approved  the  Eishop’s  appointment  of  the  date  of  May  8 
and  the  place  of  Plymouth  for  the  Annual  Diocesan  Council. 

The  meeting  of  January  10,  1948  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  was 
held  at  the  Episcopal  residence.  To  the  Department  of  Missions 
was  referred: 

4  * 

1.  The  need  for  a  priest  at  Peru. 

2.  That,  because  the  Benedictine  Fathers  would  soon  leave  the 
Diocese,  the  funds  for  the  work  of  the  Church  in  Valpariaso,  Hobart, 
and  Gary  be  increased. 

3.  The  consideration  of  the  need  for  a  U.T.O.  worker  in  the  Diocese, 
both  as  to  funds  and  the  field  of  her  work. 

4.  The  request  of  the  Rev.  Harold  Kappes  for  the  relinquishing  of 
funds  made  available  in  the  budget  for  their  building  project,  these 
funds  to  be  used  for  missionary  stipends. 

5.  The  ways  and  means  of  obtaining  a  priest  in  the  Gas  City  and 
Hartford  City  field. 

6.  The  request  of  Father  Patterson  for  a  reduction  in  salary  as 
paid  him  from  the  Department  of  Missions. 

7.  The  establishment  of  a  home  within  the  Diocese  for  old  men  and 
aged  priests. 

DEPARTMENTAL  REPORTS 

THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS— 

The  Bishop  called  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Council  to 
the  letters  being  sent  out  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Department,  Father 
Foster,  pertaining  to  matters  of  a  social  nature. 

An  important  item  of  business  given  over  to  this  Department  was 
the  study  of  the  possible  establishment  of  a  home  in  the  Diocese  for 
old  men  and  aged  priests,  a  project  to  which  St.  James’  Parish  of 
South  Bend  had  made  a  contribution  of  $300.  It  was  the  action  of  the 
Council  that  a  representative  of  the  National  Church  be  brought  to 
the  Diocese  for  help  and  advice:  the  securing  of  the  representative 
being  given  over  to  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations. 

THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  FINANCE. 

The  Council  approved  the  recommendation  for  the  increase  of  the 
Bishop’s  office  and  travel  expense  by  $100  each,  not  only  for  the  year 
of  1947,  but  for  the  present  year  as  well. 

THE  FIELD  DEPARTMENT— 

A  written  report  was  presented  by  the  Chairman,  the  Rev.  Don  H. 
Copeland,  and  is  printed  elsewhere  in  this  Journal. 

The  Bishop  urged  an  intensive  effort  in  support  of  the  Reconstruc¬ 
tion  and  Advance  Program  and  the  Rev.  Don  H.  Copeland  gave  de¬ 
tails  on  the  speaking  schedule  of  the  Bishop  of  Nebraska. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  suggested  the  change  of  the  Annual 
Diocesan  Council  of  May  8  from  St.  Thomas’  Parish  in  Plymouth  to 
the  Pro-Cathedral  Parish  in  Mishawaka.  The  Rev.  Peter  Langendorff 
moved  this  change  and  it  was  approved  by  the  Council. 

The  meeting  of  March  11,  1946  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  was  held 
at  St.  James’  Parish  in  South  Bend  and  presided  over  by  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese.  This  meeting  followed  a  morning  meeting  of  the 
Department  of  Missions. 
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The  Bishop  requested  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  to  report  on 
the  morning  meeting  of  the  Department  of  Missions  and  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  such  action  as  taken  by  the  Department  on  the  several  reso¬ 
lutions  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  of  January  10  to  the  Department 
of  Missions.  (This  report  is  printed  in  the  records  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Missions  and  was,  upon  the  mot  on  of  the  Rev.  Peter  Langen- 
dorff,  accepted  and  approved  by  the  Council:  and  the  amounts  as 
voted  by  the  Department  of  Missions,  adopted.) 

There  were  two  items  of  business  referred  to  the  Bishop  and 
Council  by  the  Department  of  Missions,  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  Council  consider  the  request  of  the  Rev.  Harold 
Kappes  for  the  relinquishing  of  funds  as  provided  in  the  budget  for 
the  Hungarian  Building  Fund:  and  the  Council  voted  that  this  item 
remain  an  item  of  the  budget. 

2.  That  the  Council  consider  the  request  for  funds  made  by  St. 
John’s,  Bristol,  to  the  Department  of  Missions,  for  church  repair 
purposes.  The  Rev.  Father  Patterson  moved  a  loan  of  $250  and 
Dean  Groton  moved  a  gift  of  $500:  and  both  motions  were  passed 
by  the  Council. 

The  Rev.  Leslie  S.  Olsen  reported  on  the  Diocesan  paper,  The 
Beacon,  and  more  especially  on  the  ways  and  means  of  meeting 
postal  regulations  for  the  mailing  of  The  Beacon  at  the  lowest  pos¬ 
sible  cost  to  the  Diocese.  It  was  moved  by  Father  Olsen,  “that  there 
be  printed  on  the  annual  Every  Member  Canvass  pledge  cards  in  this 
Diocese  and  above  the  signature  the  words,  ‘that  of  the  total  amount 
pledged,  fifty  cents  is  for  a  year’s  subscription  to  The  Beacon,’  and 
that  this  money  be  a  part  of  the  Missionary  pledge  of  the  Parish  or 
Mission.”  This  motion  passed. 

The  Rev.  Peter  Langendorff  moved,  upon  the  suggestion  of  the 
Bishop,  that  the  Secretary  write  letters  of  appreciation  to  both  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Howard  Brinker,  Bishop  of  Nebraska,  and  Mr.  Ronald  Stagg 
for  their  work  on  the  Reconstruction  and  Advance  Program  in  the 
Diocese.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  MISSIONS 

A  meeting  of  the  Department  of  Missions,  held  on  March  11,  1946, 
at  St.  James’  Parish,  South  Bend,  acted  upon  the  budget  for  the  year 
1947  and  the  several  resolutions  as  received  from  the  January  10 
meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council,  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  Department  of  Missions  consider  a  priest  for  Peru. 
The  Bishop  spoke  on  the  whole  question  of  the  work  at  Peru,  Hunt¬ 
ington,  and  Logansport;  and  the  need  for  a  priest  at  Peru,  who  would 
also  try  to  begin  a  work  at  Huntington,  but  believed  that  Department 
of  Missions  funds  ought  to  be  designated  for  the  work  at  Peru  and 
not  for  Huntington. 

The  Rev.  Peter  Langendorff  moved  an  additional  amount  of  $200  to 
the  $400  in  the  budget  for  Lfuntington  and  that  the  total  amount  of 
$600  be  designated  as  for  Peru  in  the  budget,  with  the  priest  doing 
such  work  as  is  possible  at  Huntington.  This  motion  was  seconded 
by  Mr.  Bingham  and  passed. 

2.  That  because  the  Benedictine  Fathers  would  soon  leave  the 
Diocese,  the  Department  of  Missions  increase  the  funds  for  the  work 
of  the  church  in  Valparaiso,  Hobart,  and  Gary. 
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Again  the  Bishop  made  known  the  whole  problem  in  the  Valparaiso, 
Hobart  and  Gary  field  of  work  and  asked  that  these  fields  should  be 
considered  as  two  very  separate  pieces  of  work:  Valparaiso  and  Ho¬ 
bart  as  one,  and  St.  Augustines’  Mission,  Gary,  as  the  other. 

The  Department  of  Missions  voted  an  amount  of  from  $300  to  $500 
for  the  Bishop  to  use  in  his  need  to  secure  a  priest  for  Valparaiso  and 
Hobart — this  amount  in  addition  to  the  amount  already  in  the  budget 
for  this  field  of  work. 

3.  That  the  Department  of  Missions  give  serious  consideration  to 
the  need  for  a  U.T.O.  worker  in  the  Diocese — both  as  to  funds  and  the 
field  of  work. 

The  Department  of  Missions  voted  $600.00  for  this  project  and  work 
in  the  Diocese. 

4.  That  the  Department  of  Missions  consider  the  need  for  a  priest 
in  the  Hartford  City  -  Gas  City  field  of  work. 

After  discussion  on  the  opportunities  for  the  work  of  the  Church 
in  this  field,  and  because  $1725.00  was  forthcoming  from  the  field,  the 
Department  of  Missions  voted  an  additional  amount  of  $125.00  to  the 
$300.00  in  the  budget  for  these  Missions.  This  action  was  moved  by 
Father  Langendorff  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Sawyer. 

5.  That  the  Department  of  Missions  consider  the  request  of  the 
Rev.  Harold  Kappes  for  the  relinquishing  of  funds  made  available  in 
the  budget  for  the  Building  Fund  of  Holy  Trinity  Hungarian  Mission. 

Action  was  not  taken  on  this  by  the  Department  of  Missions,  but 
referred  to  the  afternoon  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council. 

6.  That  the  Department  of  Missions  consider  the  request  of  Father 
Patterson  for  a  reduction  in  salary  as  paid  him  from  the  Department 
of  Missions. 

No  definite  action  was  taken  by  the  Department  of  Missions  at  the 
present  time. 

7.  That  the  Department  of  Missions  give  serious  consideration  to 
the  establishment  within  the  Diocese  of  a  home  for  old  men  and  aged 
priests. 

This  was  referred  to  the  afternoon  session  of  the  Bishop  and 
Council. 

Other  business  before  the  Department  of  Missions  included  the 
remarks  of  the  Bishop  on  the  matter  of  cars  for  those  iij  Mission 
Fields — that,  if  a  priest  had  been  helped  by  the  Department  of  Mis¬ 
sions  in  the  purchase  of  a  car,  the  car  belonged  to  him  and  it  was  not 
the  desire  of  the  Diocese  to  own  cars  for  missionary  work.  It  was 
also  moved  that,  upon  presentation  of  a  full  and  complete  monthly 
report,  the  Diocese  allow  6  cents  a  mile  for  travel  for  legitimate 
expense  in  the  work  of  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese.  This  was  the 
motion  of  the  Rev.  Don  H.  Copeland  and  was  passed.

REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  TO  THE  FORTY-EIGHTH 
ANNUAL  COUNCIL  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 

The  Finance  Committee  begs  to  report  : 

Meetings  of  the  Finance  Committee  were  held  at  the  meetings  of 
the  Bishop  and  Council. 

There  were  three  Parishes  who  were  in  arrears  of  their  1945  and 
previous  years  assessments,  which  would  prohibit  Lay  Delegates  to 
have  seat  and  vote  at  the  Forty-Seventh  Annual  Council. 
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Because  it  was  impossible  for  them  to  meet  these  delinquencies, 
action  was  taken  to  give  them  a  moratorium  on  their  past  indebted¬ 
ness  with  a  proviso  that  they  pay  if  and  when  they  are  financially 
able  and  that  they  would  pay  their  1946  and  future  assessments 
promptly  and  in  full. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that,  at  the  Forty-Seventh  Annual  Council, 
there  was  a  100  per  cent  representation — this  being  Bishop  Mallet  t’s 
first  Council. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  will  show  that  all  current 
assessments  are  paid  in  full. 

The  above  action  on  delinquencies  created  a  renewed  interest  in 
Diocesan  affairs. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  report  the  increased  pledges  for  the  mission¬ 
ary  work  of  the  church — a  10  per  cent  increase  for  the  year  1946  over 
the  year  1945. 

The  Diocesan  Treasurer’s  Report,  which  is  a  complete,  detailed  and 
comprehensive  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Diocese, 
shows  a  very  comfortable  working  balance  on  hand,  which  we  hope 
may  be  increased  to  meet  any  unforseen  need,  such  as  would  other¬ 
wise  compel  a  special  assessment. 

The  Budgets  for  the  year  1947,  which  have  been  approved  by  the 
Bishop  and  Council,  are  submitted  for  your  consideration  and  we  move 
that  they  be  adopted  by  this  Council,  subject  to  revision  by  the  Bishop 
and  Council  as  changes  may  become  necessary.

Bookings  were  made  for  broadcasts  of  the  series  prepared  by  The 
National  Council,  entitled  “The  Living  People,”  and  bookings,  of  the 
film,  “Thy  Will  Be  Done”  were  made  throughout  the  diocese  wherever 
requested. 

Every  Member  Canvass  literature  was  sent  out  to  the  several  par¬ 
ishes  through  the  office  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Field  Department  and 
the  direct  mailing  pieces  as  provided  by  the  Department  of  Promo¬ 
tion  were  used  in  seven  Churches  of  the  Diocese. 

Two  parish  field  department  meetings  were  held  in  the  course  of  the 
year  at  St.  Andrews’,  Kokomo,  and  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
East  Chicago,  respectively. 

The  Annual  Bishop’s  Vestry  Dinner  meetings  were  planned  by  the 
Field  Department  and  held  as  follows:  At  Gary,  October  23rd,  at  Ply¬ 
mouth,  October  24th,  and  at  Marion,  October  25th,  with  a  total  attend¬ 
ance  of  120  persons.  The  principle  speaker  each  evening  was  The 
Rev.  Francis  Campbell  Gray.  Roll  call  of  the  parishes  and  missions 
resulted  in  the  acceptance  of  a  missionary  objective  of  $10,913.00,  ex¬ 
clusive  of  the  Children’s  Mite  Box  Offering  Expectancy. 

The  Department  was  instrumental  in  arranging  the  itinerary  of 
speaking  engagements  in  January  for  the  Rt.  Reverend  Howard  R. 
Brinker,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Nebraska,  on  behalf  of  the  Reconstruction 
and  Advance  Campaign.

After  the  1945  Council  the  following  were  appointed  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Christian  Social  Relations:  Fathers  Foster  and  Patterson, 
Col.  B.  B.  Bouton,  Mrs.  L.  C.  Ferguson,  the  Misses  Bertha  Medsker 
and  Marion  Moore. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Department  at  St.  James’,  South  Bend,  on 
November  20,  Fathers  Foster  and  Patterson  being  present,  a  program 
for  the  year  was  outlined  to  include:  (1)  Recommendation  that  par¬ 
ishes  and  missions  establish  CSR  committees,  (2)  publication  of  bul¬ 
letins  dealing  with  current  matters  of  social  interest,  (3)  distribution 
of  appropriate  printed  material,  (4)  cooperation  with  CSR  Department 
of  Woman’s  Auxiliary. 

Thanks  to  the  interest  and  labor  of  Mrs.  F.  B.  Lewis  and  Mrs.  L.  A. 
Gorham  of  the  WA,  CSR  committees  have  been  set  up  in  nine 
branches. 

Four  bulletins  have  been  issued, .  dealing  with  UNRA,  Labor  Strug¬ 
gles,  Interracial  Understanding,  Fight  Against  Inflation  and  other 
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matters.  Some  of  these  have  been  given  publicity  in  the  Indiana  Press 
and  in  the  Church  magazines. 

Material  supplied  by  National  SCR  Department  has  been  distrib¬ 
uted  to  the  Clergy. 

A  project  for  securing  a  home  for  aged  priests, referred  by  Bishop 
and  Council,  is  being  taken  up  with  the  National  CSR.

To  the  Members  of  the  4  8th  Diocesan  Council,  the  Department  of 
Publicity  submits  the  following  report: 

Under  instructions  from  the  Bishop  the  department  has  undertaken 
the  publishing  of  a  monthly  diocesan  magazine  of  twelve  5  MC'xS  y2" 
pages.  Seven  issues  of  “The  Beacon”  have  been  mailed  and  the 
eighth  is  now  at  the  printers.  No  issues  will  be  printed  for  July, 
August  or  September. 

A  new  diocesan  direct  mailing  list  has  been  established  with  258  0 
names.  This  list  includes  all  parishes  and  missions  except  St.  Thomas’ 
at  Plymouth  and  St.  Alban’s  at  East  Chicago.  Both  of  these  parishes 
receive  bundles  of  The  Beacon. 

The  Post  Office  Department  has  granted  The  Beacon  a  second  class 
mailing  permit.  Before  the  permit  was  granted  the  average  cost  of 
the  publishing  and  mailing  was  $109.26  ($32.45  for  mailing,  $75.31 
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for  printing  and  $1.50  for  change  of  address).  The  average  cost 
now  is  $85.93,  or  a  savings  of  $23.33  on  the  mailing.  The  rate  out¬ 
side  of  Elkhart  is  IV2C  per  pound.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 

TO  THE  ANNUAL 

COUNCIL  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 

The  Trustees  herewith  submit  their  annual  report  of  their  pro¬ 
ceedings  for  the  year  19  45.  During  the  year  the  Trustees  held  six 
meetings,  at  which  routine  matters  were  considered. 

Pursuant  to  a  resolution  adopted  at  a  meeting  held  August  4, 
1  9  45,  they  sold  the  Bishop’s  Residence,  710  Lincoln  Way  East, 
Mishawaka,  to  George  A.  and  Hazel  Z.  Bancroft,  for  the  sum  of 
$9,000.00,  which  amount  was  $500.00  in  excess  of  its  appraised 
value.  After  payment  of  real  estate  commission,  legal  expenses, 
taxes,  abstract  fee  and  other  items  incidental  to  the  sale,  the  net 
amount  of  $8185.00  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees. 

The  Trustees  further  report  that  in  compliance  with  a  resolution 
adopted  August  4,  194  5,  they  effected  the  purchase  of  the  H.  G. 
Christman  residence  at  2117  E.  Jefferson  Blvd.,  South  Bend.  The 
Trustees  had  an  understanding  with  the  Bishop  that  three  tracts  were 
to  be  sold,  as  shown  by  the  Ralph  Keller  survey,  and  the  proceeds 
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from  the  sale  were  to  be  applied  on  the  purchase  price  of  the  property. 
The  Bishop  agreed  to  personally  finance  the  balance  of  the  purchase 
price.  The  Trustees  obtained  a  complete  survey  of  the  property  and 
found  that  three  parcels  of  land  could  be  disposed  of  without  affecting 
the  residence  in  any  way.  The  tracts,  designated  “A-B-C”  on  the 
survey,  consist  of  9  0  ft.  frontage  on  Hawthorne  Ave.  by  13  6.4  ft.  in 
depth;  also  9  0  ft.  frontage  on  2  2nd  St.  by  13  6.4  ft.  in  depth  taken  off 
the  entire  north  end  of  the  entire  property;  also  10  2.63  ft.  frontage 
on  East  Jefferson  St.  by  20  4.7  ft.  in  depth  on  Hawthorne  Ave.  Tracts 
“A  and  B”  have  been  disposed  of  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

In  order  to  accomplish  the  purchase  of  the  property  for  cash,  as 
required  by  the  H.  G.  Christman  Trustee,  and  at  the  same  time  comply 
with  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Trustees  at  a  meeting  held  on 
November  16,  1922,  for  the  protection  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  the 
following  procedure  was  adopted.  The  purchase  of  the  property  was 
made  by  Reginald  Mallett,  personally,  and  the  property  was  conveyed 
to  him.  Reginald  Mallett  and  wife  executed  a  note  and  mortgage  to 
the  Lincoln  National  Life  Insurance  Company  of  Ft.  Wayne,  Indiana, 
in  the  sum  of  $8,0  0  0.0  0.  Concurrently  with  the  conveyance  to  Reg¬ 
inald  Mallett,  he  and  his  wife  conveyed  the  real  estate  to  the  Trustees, 
subject  to  said  mortgage  of  $8,000.00.  A  statement  of  the  purchase 


is  as  follows:

The  balance  of  the  mortgage  indebtedness  of  $4600.00  is  repre¬ 
sented  by  Tract  “C”,  the  largest  and  most  desirable  of  the  several 
tracts.  The  Trustees  have  been  offered  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  for  the 
remaining  tract  but  are  holding  it  for  a  price  of  $4500.00.  The 
present  priorities  on  building  materials  and  the  ceiling  fixed  by  the 
Government  on  residence  costs  have  retarded  the  sale  of  property 
of  this  type.  In  the  event  the  tract  sells  for  less  than  the  balance 
due  under  the  mortgage,  Reginald  Mallett  personally  will  pay  the 
difference  in  order  to  fully  discharge  the  mortgage,  with  the  title 
thereto  in  the  name  of  the  Trustees  free  and  clear  of  any  liens  or 
incumbrances. 

There  have  been  numerous  other  expenditures  for  improvements 
generally  on  the  grounds,  also  for  interior  changes  and  decorating. 
The  amounts  paid  by  the  Bishop  out  of  personal  funds  to  date  are  as

To  this  amount  will  have  to  be  added  amounts  covering  interior 
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changes,  decorating,  abstract  and  other  expenses  covering  the  sale 
of  the  remaining  tract. 

The  Trustees  report  that  the  Endowment  Fund,  the  Gordon  Latta 
Memorial  Fund  and  the  Woman’s  Auxiliary  Fund  of  the  Diocese 
were  transferred  from  the  First  National  Bank  of  Mishawaka,  Indi¬ 
ana,  former  Trustee  acting  under  a  Trust  agreement  with  the  Trus¬ 
tees,  to  the  Harris  Trust  &  Savings  Bank  of  Chicago.  The  Trustees 
have  executed  a  form  of  “Service  Agreement”  with  the  Chicago  bank 
providing  for  the  care,  custody  and  investment  of  these  funds,  said 
agreement  effective  September  2  0,  194  5. 

The  Trustees  further  report  that  for  some  years  past,  due  to  error, 
they  have  been  in  control  and  management  of  the  funds  of  the  Wom¬ 
an’s  Auxiliary  of  the  Diocese.  After  a  complete  examination  of  the 
facts,  the  error  was  confirmed  and  the  matter  fully  adjusted  by  the 
transfer  of  all  funds  and  securities  of  the  Auxiliary  from  the  Harris 
Trust  &  Savings  Bank  to  the  First  National  Bank  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana,  that  institution  being  the  depository  designated  by  the  of¬ 
ficers  of  the  Woman’s  Auxiliary. 

The  Trustees  further  report  that  Carrie  Brownell  Averill,  widow 
of  Rev.  E.  W.  Averill,  died  in  Phoenix,  Arizona,  on  February  4,  19  4  5. 
Among  the  assets  of  her  estate  was  a  life  insurance  policy  in  the  sum 
of  .$5,000.00,  payable  to  the  Trustees,  to  be  held  by  them  for  the  benefit 
of  Trinity  Church  at  Peru,  Indiana.  In  the  payment  of  the  policy, 
the  company  deducted  certain  sums  for  premiums  due,  and,  under 
the  tax  laws  of  Wisconsin  where  the  estate  was  administered,  certain 
charges  for  inheritance  tax  were  due  and  payable.  After  much  cor¬ 
respondence,  these  items  were  paid,  leaving  a  net  balance  in  the  hands 
of  the  Trustees  of  $4,693.92  for  the  benefit  of  Trinity  Church,  Peru, 
Indiana.  These  funds  are  being  administered  by  the  Harris  Trust 
Company  of  Chicago  under  the  general  agreement  now  in  effect. 

The  Trustees  report  that  the  necessary  petition  has  been  filed  with 
the  Auditor  of  St.  Joseph  County  to  have  the  new  Bishop’s  residence 
exempted  from  local  taxes  after  March  1,  194  6.
